Many stains can be removed 
from nylon cloth = by simple 
washing, in soap and water, a 
manufacturer has discovered. 

Some stains that have been 
erased by this simple method are 
cntsup, mustard, chocolate sauce, 
rherbets, Inks, and some greases. 


Other stains, such as those of 
chewing gum and some ofl bases, 
are best rentoved with cleaning 
fluid, according to a new 
booklet, “Care of Nylon.” 


The. pamphict sald nylon 
should be ironed at 275 degrees 
Farenheit. In irons Incking a 
nylon setting, that used for 
rayons will: pravide the right 
{lemperature. Higher tempera- 
‘tures, recording to the booklet, 
may damage the fabric and 
cause white cloth to yellow.

That leaves food for thought. 
President Truman's decision to 
approve the manufacture of 
hydrosien bombs was probably 
not to regain a lead over the 
Soviet Union but to catch up 
with the Sovict Union in tho 
manufacture of weapons of mass 
destruction, 

Three fragments of indepen 
dent evidence indicate that 
Soviet sclentitic development of 
atomle energy was more likely 
to concentrate on the lower end 
of the periodic table (hydrogen 
and helium) rather than the 
upper end, (uranium and 
plu‘onlum). First, the Sovict 
Union had the benefit of all

A Mystery 


AS a Nazl development this 
was pushed aslde by Hitler, 
who wanted to concentrate his 
scientists’ cfforis on the cone 
frolicd rocket.

generation, But continuous 
transmission of mutations In a 
mice population all exposed to 
radiation eventtially cause stil-. 
birlhs of 50 percent, It will, 
of course,. bo appreciated that 
human generations average 
over twenty yenrs—even in 
Jopan—and so it will not be 
possible to observe results for 
many yeurs, with any cer- 
tainty. Radiation from a 
hydrogen bomb can be expected 
to spread over a wider area, 
and be more intense. ' 
Another Irreverent question: 
Is there any knowledge, in spite

satlyfnctory terms. In fact Inst 
y/Marech the President of the 
Board of Trade said In Parlia- 
ment that the British Govern- 
mint “are guided in thelr trade 
relatiens by considerations of 
econcinie advantage and cannot 
make It a rule that trade 
agreements (with = communist 
countries) shall bz subject to 
the settlement of political ques- 
tions.”

In these citics, all moncy 
collected by State-owned trading 
concerns would be deposited 
daily at the Bank, which would 
exercise the function of the 
treasuries, the Radio said. 

It ndded that these are fhe 
first steps Ina gigantic plan to 
centralise State revenue and 
expenditure in order to provide 
the State with the means to 
minimise the budyet deficit and 
to fight price Inflation. 

Such trensuries had atready 
been set up in Peking and 
Tientsin. Within . 24 hours of 
their establishment 58 billion 
Communist dollars were de- 
posited, the Radio further re- 
ported.—Reuter.

Guardian in its main editorial this morning dis- 
cussed.the effects of Sterling debts repayments on 
British economy and argued ‘that overall repay-

The editorial was commenting on the problem

000, the paper said, ‘Much 
(though not probably so 
much as is often assumed) 
we incurred st such coun- 
tries as India and.

Tho paper suggested, “What 
must be done now is to fix the 
rate at which we can afford to 
repay for the next few years,” 


Discussing, the strain of un- 
requited exports during the past 
three years on Britlsh economy, 
the paper sald that the releases 
from-the Sterling, batances were 
£157,000,000 In 1947, £207,- 
000,000 jn 1948 and at the rate 
of £275,000,000 a year during 
the first nine months of 1949, 
without including the drawings 
not covered by formal agree- 
ments. 


. Estimating that most ‘of the 
capital investment abroad in 
effect nlso went to buy British 
exports without current repay: 
ment, the paper argucd that 
last year between £400,000,000 
and > £500,000,000 worth of 
British— foods .-- wore exparted. 
without carning imports, repre- 
penting about ona quarter of 
all British exports.
